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Hruska Says Nixon 
Plans Bill On Guns

day the Nixon administration is 
planning legislation to deal 
with the problem of gun crimes 
in the United States. 


Sen. Roman L. Hruska of 


Nebraska said during a Senate 
hearing that President Nixon 
will have such a bill "ready for 
presentation soon." 


His statement came during a 


hearing at which some of the 
nation's leading law enforce- 
ment and criminal justice ex- 
perts urged Congress to outlaw 
sales of s m a l l - c a l i b e r , 
domestically produced cheap 
handguns. 


Spokesmen for two major 


national 
commissions 
went 


even further, calling for a ban 
on sale and possession of all 
handguns for anyone except 
law enforcement officers. 


The testimony marked the 


opening of two days of hearings 
by the Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee on juvenile delin- 
quency 
considering 
a 
bill 


sponsored by its chairman, 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., to 
outlaw sales of "Saturday night 
specials." 


Reformers Thwarted 


The New York Times News 


Service reported that two years 
ago, the reformers thought, 
with the gun control act of 1968, 
they had stopped the flow of 
poorly made .22-caliber and .25- 
caliber handguns which are 
manufactured abroad and sold 
here for from $9.95 to $20. The 
act supposedly prohibited such 
i m p o r t s , 
chiefly 
from 


Germany, Italy, Spain and 
Brazil. Because no weapons 
could be made so cheaply in 
the United States, their pro- 
liferation was thought to have 
been halted.

Former California Gov. Ed- 


mund G. Brown, chairman of 
the National Commis'sion on 
Reform of Federal Criminal 
Laws, told the subcommittee,

separable." And hajjdguns, he 
said, "are t h e p'SEominant 
weapon in crime." 


Ban Recommended 


Brown said his commission, 


in a recent report to Nixon and 
Congress, recommended by a 
split vote an outright ban on 
production, sale and possession 
of all handguns, and urged the 
registration of all firearms.

Prevention of Violence, also 
called for drastic limitations on 
the sale and possession of all 
types of handguns. 


Bayh's bill, Cutler said, does 


not go far enough. 


The bill is aimed at closing a 


loophole in the 1968 gun control 
act which banned imports of 
cheap foreign-made handguns 
but did nothing to halt domestic 
production and sale of such 
guns. 


District of Columbia Police 


Chief Jerry V. Wilson, in a 
prepared statement, endorsed 
the Bayh legislation, explaining 
that "Saturday night specials" 
remain a major law enforce- 
ment problem. 


37 Out Of 83 


Wilson said that last year, 37 


of the 83 firearms recovered in 
gun 
homicide 
c a s e s in 


Washington, 
B . C . , 
were 


"Saturday night specials." 


Such guns, Wilson said, "are 


extremely dangerous weapons, 
not only to the intended target 
and bystanders but to the user 
himself." They often misfire, 
and are

PUT DOWN 


28 Inmates, 9 Hostages 
Die At Attica Prison 


. . . CAPTIVES' THROATS WERE BEING CUT 


Attica, N.Y. UP) — A four-day 


riot of mostly black convicts 
was put down by massed forces 
of the state at Attica prison 
Monday in a furious attack 
with shotguns, rifles and tear 
gas. Thirty-seven persons were 
found dead — nine white 
hostages and 28 prisoners. 


A task force of 1,000 gas- 


masked, ready-to-shoot state 
troopers and sheriff's deputies, 
backed 
'n 
reserve 
by 
70 


truckloads of New York Na- 
tional Guardsmen, liberated 29 
other hostages, 25 of whom 
were injured. The survivors 
filed 
shakily 
through 
the 


massive prison gates one by 
one as the firing subsided. 


"They had lined us up and 


were proceeding to cut our 
throats," said one of the cap- 
tive guards, Frank Wall, who 
stated that sharpshooters saved 
his life. "They got the man who 
was going to cut my throat just 
as be began to pull the knife 
across." 


One statetrooper estimated 


that most of the action covered 
a n S - t o - 1 0 - m i n u t e span, 
although the assault continued 
for an hour and a half. He said. 
"Anybody who resisted was 
1- i 11 e d — and I didn't s e e 
anybody

"We had a job to do," said 


another trooper. 


The assualt began at 9.45 


a.m., shortly after the expira- 
tion of a one-hour ultimatum 
urging the

riot originally stemmed from 
an altercation between a guard

Highest Riot Toll 


It was the highest riot toll 


within prison walls in recent 
American penal history. In an 
incident of revenge rather than 
riot, convicts started a fire at 
the Ohio penitentiary in 1930 
which took the lives of 320 in- 
mates. (More on Page 2.) 


"It resembled the aftermath 


of a war," said a medical aide, 
Richard Smith, 30, after the 
state's armed forces shot their 
way along tunnels and catwalks 
into a single Attica cellblock 
still in the hands of rebel con- 
victs. 


A spokesman said planning 


for the military-type operation 
began three days ago. The 
launching of tear gas from 
helicopters against the rioters 
was a prelude "to make them 
so sick that they would have no 
will to resist." 


Among the Attica 
guards 


whose body was found in a pool 
of his own blood was Carl 
Valone, 
44. 
His 
teen-aged 


daughter, Mary Ann, said he 
liked his job but had com- 
plained that officials were "too 
lenient with the prisoners." 


As gunfire crackled and tear 


gas drifted through barricaded 
streets in the prison's vicinity, 
frigtened inhabitants of this 
dairy center of less than 3,000 
retreated into their homes and 
slammed their windows down 
tight. 


By 
late 
afternoon, 
the 


violence had 
subsided 
and 


authoritities had regained con- 
trol of the prison. A roll call 


showed eight prisoners missing 
— either hiding or'dead, of- 
ficials said 


Air Of Tension Spreads 


The violence at Attica spread 


an aura of tension to others of 
the state's prisons. Some in- 
mates were kept locked in their 
cells. Precautionary measures 
were common against large 
gatherings of convicts. 


A spokesman for Gov. Nelson 


A. Rockefeller said some of the 
hostage guards and 
civilian 


employes appeared to have 
been killed hours before the all- 
out assualt. The governor call- 
ed the slayings of the hostages 
"cold blooded killings" by 
revolutionary militants. 


President Nixon telephoned 


Rockefeller Monday to express 
support for the governor's ac- 
tions, the White House said in 
Washington. 


One Previous Death 


Only one death had been 


recorded prior to the 
final 


storming of the prison yard. A 
guard injured in the 
early 


hours of the riot last Thursday 
died Saturday. 


However, amid the rampage 


involving about h a l f Attica's 
2,284 inmates, one 
of 
the 


hostages, E. Huehen, found his 
life 
spared 
by 
a 
convict 


assigned to kill him, w h o 
whispered instead: "I don't 
have the heart to do it. I'm only 
going to prick you." 


Huehen said the prisoner 


nicked him enough to draw 
blood, then lay down on top of 
him so other convicts would not 
notice he was still alive. 


About 85% of the convicts in 


the 40-year-old prison 40 miles 
east of Buffalo are Negro or 
Puerto Rican. Their guards are 
white. 


Weapons At Throats 


With Rockefeller's approval, 


State C o r r e c t i o n s Com- 
missioner Russell G. Oswald 
gave up efforts to negotiate the 
hostages' release after nearly 
four days of trying. He said the 
mutineers "callously herded 


eight hostages within our view 
with weapons at their throats." 


Oswald said the demand for 


total amnesty was out of the 
question. 


When Oswald's ultimatum to 


release the hostages was ig- 
nored, he unleashed the state's 
armed forces. They were arm- 
ed with shotguns and rifles, and 
had helicopter support. 


The prisoners, driven back 


early in the riot to Cellblock D 
and its adjoining yard, had 
started out with only clubs and 
their fists as weapons. But they 
had since fashioned homemade 
knives and a state spokesman, 
Jerry Houlihan, said later: 


"We found some had tear gas 


guns. They had erected bar- 
ricades and had electric wire 
fences-" 


Above, their rotors pop-pop- 


ping, N a t i o n a l Guard heli- 
copters d r o p p e d can after 
can of tear gas into the yard, 
their 
crews 
ordering 
the 


prisoners over loud speakers: 


"Place your hands over your 


heads and surrender to the 
nearest police officer. You will 
not be harmed." 


It took about 90 minutes to 


break the riot. 


Attorney William Kunstler, a 


white legal advocate for black 
militants, was among a group 
of 
outsiders 
who tried 
to 


mediate the deadlcok over the 
hostages, at the request of the 
rioters. He accused Rockefeller 
in the assault on Cellblock D of 
a "monstrous act." 


"Officials never seem 
to 


learn," Kunstler went on, "that 
patience is a virtue and, in this 
case, would have been a life 
saver . . . There would have 
been room for negotiations if it 
took six months, or a year." 


The riot began following 


breakfast last Thursday. It ap- 
parently 
stemmed 
directly 


from an altercation the night 
before between a guard and an 
inmate, with the convict lan- 
ding 
in 
solitary 
confine- 


ment.

campaigning in Nebraska history. 


Democratic voters will not choose 


their favorite until next May. 


Sen. George McGovern of South 


Dakota campaigned at the State Fan- 
in Lincoln earlier this month, and Sen. 
Birch Bayh of Indiana is scheduled 
to return to the state for another pre- 
primary foray next month. 


Jackson, who has already scheduled 


a speaking appearance in Omaha on 


Oct. 21, will visit the labor convention 
Sept. 28. 


Harris, who previously campaigned 


in Omaha, will meet 
with 
labor 


delegates the following day. 


Muskie, who already has Lincoln and 


Omaha appearances under his cam- 
paign belt, will visit a Douglas County 
Democratic rally in Omaha on Sept. 
26. 


Jackson's 
appearance 
before 
the 


labor convention in North Platte is 
considered particularly significant. His 
more hawkish views on the Vietnam 
War have found more favor with labor 
nationally than those of the more 
dovish presidential prospects. 


Perhaps only Sen. Hubert Humphrey 


of Minnesota enjoys more support na- 
tionally from the ranks of organized 
labor. 


Humphrey, a presidential prospect 


himself, was also in Nebraska this 
month — but his appearances were 
tied to Senate business rather than 
campaign events. 


NU Regents Seek 15.5% General Fund Hike

The 
University of Nebraska Board of 


Regents 
Monday voted to ask 
the State 


Legislature to increase general fund appropria- 
tions by 15 5% during the 1972-73 fiscal year. 


Nearly half 
of the requested hike of 


$6,860,566 would go for improved salaries, and 
fringe benefits for university employes. 


The 1972-73 request "is not as large or 


ambitious as the one submitted a year ago," 
NU President D. B. Varner told the b o a r d 
as he offered his recommendation for an in- 
crease of about $260,000 less than the board 
approved a short time later. 


But Varner said the request "in no way 


lessens our enthusiasum to move to the top 
of the Big 8 in this decade." 


"It will permit the university to begin to 


move" toward that goal, he said. 


Based On Realities 
"The economic and political reality of 1971," 


Varner said, had led him to suggest the board 
ask for a lesser increase than it had last 
year, when it sought some $58 million in state 
general fund monies. 


The general fund request for the next fiscal 


year totaled $50,000,144 after the board voted 
to add 
$260,000 to Varner's 
recommenda- 


tions. 


Most of that increase, $220,630, will permit 


the university's Medical Center to enter a 
freshmen medical class of 140, rather than 
the 130 originally planned. 


Another $40,000 was added by the regents 


to provide for an external audit of all university 
operations. 


The total request from all funds, including 


state tax funds plus tuition, federal and other 
cash and revolving funds, is $87,106,502, up 
$8,987,184 or 11.1% from the current year's 
$78,119,318. 


A campus-by-campus summary of the re- 


quest shows the board is asking an all-funds 
budget for the Lincoln campuses of $52,052,683, 
up 7.6% from $48,402,636 for the current year. 


The 
Medical Center 
request 
is 
f o r 


$19,292,022, up 15.9% from the c u r r e n t 
$16,650,487, and the NU at Omaha request is 
for $14,273,008, up 16.8% from the current 
$12,217,828. 


The biggest increase would be 75.5% more 


(all general fund monies) for systems opera- 
tions and the president's office, financing for 
which was included in the UNL budget during 
the current year. 


Biggest Items 
Biggest items in that increase, from the 


current $848,367 to $1,488,789, include $96,000 
for system coordination, $250,000 for computer 
coordination and $240,000 to increase the regents' 
discretionary account. 


Those additional "discretionary" monies, 


Varner said, would go to continue emphases 
on water resource development and livestock 
development, to improve engineering and to 
employ a cultural "extension" specialist to ex- 
tend university music and arts programs to 
the state's residents. 


The request would provide some $900,000 


to increase state support at UNO, where student 
tuition pays more than half of the educational 
and general costs. 


And the budget, for the first time, assumes

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


One doesn't really expect the Miss America contest to 


address itself to the hard problems of the nation. It is, after 
all, 
a talent and beauty contest conducted largely for the 


purpose of improving tourism in Atlantic City, N.J. 


But what might be said, just the same, about the contest 


winner? Is the new Miss America representative of most of 
the young people of America, as she says she is? One can 
only express an opinion on that and our own opinion is that 
she is not far off in her views from what most young people 
think. 


She describes herself as a political conservative, which fits 


her view of Vietnam. "It would be good to end the war,'' 
she said, "but 1 believe we have a right to be in Vietnam." 


* 
In other matters, she said she didn't believe in premarital 


sex: that marijuana use leads to "hard drugs"; abortions 
should be illegal: and that women aren't discriminated against 
in America. With those positions, is it not necessary that 
she categorize her self as a conservative since that is pretty 
well the label you would come up with on your own? 


If you put all her attitudes down together, you might 


not find a majority of her peers in agreement. Some would 
agree with one thing but take issue with another. It is when 
you separate her positions one by one that you would gam 
more approval. 
. . 


Only on the question of Vietnam might she lose a majority 


and even that is somewhat of an uncertainty. The thing is 
that no one really knows what a majority of young people 
think today, even on the question of Vietnam. 


Most of them would probably agree that we should get out 


of the mess we are in there but many might also agree 
with Miss America that we had a right to be there. The 
question is one that swings on your attitude about communism 
and the basic foreign policy of the nation. 


* 
The right to be in Vietnam is predicated, in our opinion, 


on the basic assumption that democracy and communism still 
are at odds with one another, that communism still possesses 
a threat to the U.S. way of life and policy and economic 
ideology. 


It is not the kind of threat that is to be met in friendly 


competition, but rather, one involving a serious military or 
security question. In other words, it still assumes that communist 
nations would practice aggression against the West if they 
felt they had a chance of succeeding at it. 


The other attitudes of Miss America reflect what might 


be called the basic values in American life and we suspect 
that these have not changed all too drastically in recent years. 
Most young people still adhere to a pretty strict moral code, 
most of them are not involved with drugs and most follow 
the traditional pattern of family life in this nation 


All along the line, there would be disagreements over details 


but you could hardly expect anything different. A lot of young 
women probably subscribe to some elements of the women's 
liberation movement but we doubt that there are many who 
buy it entirely. 


* 
One of the biggest problems with the current generation 


is not drugs, but rather, the lack of jobs. It was the lack 
of jobs that hit the recent graduating class the hardest. Obviously 
becoming a part of the free enterprise system, despite its 
failings, is still the objective of the vast majority of young 
people. 


This is not to say that many of them are unconcerned 


about social problems of the times. Certainly, many of them 
feel more keenly about poverty and inequality than their parents 
and they want something done about these things. 


They will be out to honestly make the world a better 


place in which to live but they will not destroy everything 
in their path in the process. These younger people may well 
be more highly 
motivated than past generations but they 


will be using the basic political system as we know it to 
•achieve their goals. 


If you can believe the new Miss America, there will not 


be the kind of revolition in this country that some people 
say is coming. There should be a lot of change for the better 
but it will not come at the expense of the nation itself.

WASHINGTON — It could be

Another 25 
per cent said they doubted the 
effectiveness of demonstrations 
as a tactic; 15 per cent felt lack 
ofleadership was to blame; 13

"There were many who loved him, many 


who hated him, but few could pass him by," 
said Nikita Khrushchev's son, who delivered 
the eulogy at the former Russian premier's 
simple funeral ceremony, an unheroic, non- 
event bypassed by the Soviet elite which top- 
pled him from office. 


If his remains were relegated to the 


remotest corner of a burial ground less 
prestigious than that which would accept the 
bodies of the highest rank of Soviet heroes, 
if he wasn't given a state funeral and 
if 


the Russian people are forbidden to publicly 
remember him, the rest of the world will 
Sergei Khrushchev's estimate of his father's 
impact was essentially correct for the billions 
outside the U S.S.R. 


People in the West have a curious mixture 


of feeling toward a man who came closer 
than anyone else has toward plunging the 
world into nuclear war and who then salvaged 
the future by backing down. The superpowers 
understood each other much better after the 
Cuban crisis; it was almost as if it should 
have happened. Khrushchev, too, was a dam- 
ning curmudgeon who scuttled peace negotia- 
tions in a seemingly whimsical manner, only 


in the long-run to contribute more to world 
peace than any communist leader since the 
end of World War II. And if he threatened 
to bury us, it was because he envied our 
svstem. 
" America received Khrushchev for 12 days 
in 1959. and, by and large, liked the man. 
\ down-to-earth dictator at ease in the land 
of his enerm. not the same stern-visaged 
Hun whom we saw in photographs, reviewing 
the missiles as they rolled through Red 
Square 


Khrushchev tried to open up Soviet socie- 


ty, tried to destroy the cult of personality, 
tncd to pro\ide butter, as well as guns, for 
his people, tried to perpetuate peaceful coex- 
istance with socialism's rivals. He failed 
somewhat at all his endeavors, either moving 
too quickly or too slowly to suit his Kremlin 
colleagues. 


But he did have an impact. If Emily- 


Post couldn't respect him for his manners, 
the likes of John Kennedy could respect him 
for his statecraft and grasp of the use of 
power. Khrushchev at least understood that 
nuclear war is folly and that peace is the 
fondest dream of all people.

Dist. by Editorial Research Reports 


Last Thursday some 1,200 inmates of At- 


tica State Prison in New York rioted and 
took hostages. Initially, t h e y demanded 
greater political and religious freedom in 
prison, an e n d to censorship of reading 
materials and unlimited communications with 
the outside world. For days the prisoners 
held almost 40 hostages at knife-point and 
negotiated with Attica officials and an outside 
"Committee of Observers." 


Over the weekend, with the death of a 


guard who had been injured in the early 
fighting, a bad situation became an impossible 
one, for both sides. The demands of the in- 
mates were escalated to include the removal 
of the prison superintendent and, more im- 
portantly, total amnesty for all acts committed 
by the prisoners before and during the riot 


While the State Corrections Commissioner 


agreed to 28 of the demands, he and Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller would not agree to amnes- 
ty. The governor said he had no legal authori- 
ty to grant amnesty and wouldn't do so if 


he did, a stand we think is a correct and 
courageous one. 


Monday the insurrection was put down. 


With "extreme reluctance,'' state police under 
helicopter cover stormed the prison. Nine 
hostages were found dead with their throats 
slit, and 28 inmates were killed. Radical left- 
wing attorney William Kunstler, one of the 
negotiators, accused Rockefeller of ordering 
the attack and said it was a "monstrous 
act " The results were monstrous enough, 
but under the circumstances, the state had 
no other choice. 


Desperate men. hundreds of them, said 


they would kill the hostages if amnesty was 
not granted. There was no reason to believe 
they were bluffing. The order was given to 
hit hard and fast with the hopes of saving 
some lives. 


To give in to such demands would 


jeopardize the entire prison system and the 
lives of a countless number of guards and 
qther prison officials. If change should come, 
it should not come at knife point.

First of all, long-term use of 


such medicatons d o e s n ' t 
necessarily cause any side ef- 
fects at all. That's the goal of 
the doctor-—to regulate dosage 
so there won't be any side ef- 
fects. They do occur, but not 
frequently. 


The principal problem, when 


there is any, is excessive loss 
of 
potassium. This can 
be 


r e c o g n i z e d by an elec- 
trocardiogam and by excessive 
muscular weakness. It is no 
trick at all for the physician to 
supply more potassium if that 
is needed. 


"Mechanical" may not be the 


word for how blood pressure 
medications 
work, 
but 
you 


must keep in mind that the ac- 
tion is threefold and depends on 
different ingredients used in 
various medicines. 
"One is that (so we believe)

Press Suggests Ulster As Anglo-Irish Combine; 
Possible Element In Reunification Of Ireland 


WASHINGTON — Contrary 


to the propaganda of the Irish 
Republican Army and the opi- 
nion of many Irish Americans,

northern Ireland is now an 
anachronism rather than an 
exercise in imperialism. Ulster 
is actually a huge -drain on the 
British treasury. 


Preoccupied with the great 


question of persuading Parlia- 
ment and the country to join 
Europe, Prime M i n i s t e r 
Edward 
Heath 
undoubtedly 


regards the Irish problem as a 
most tiresome and irritating 
distraction. If all of Ireland, 
north and south, suddenly sank 
beneath waves, Heath would 
probably be delighted. 


The conflict in Ireland has 


worsened into a crisis as he has 
tried to ignore it. The failure of 
his talks with John Lynch, the

One doesn't really ex pect the Miss America contest to 
address itself to the hard problems of the nation. It is, after 
all, a talent and beau ty contest condu cted largely for the 
pu rpose of improv ing tou rism in Atlantic City , N.J. 
Bu t what might be said, ju st the same, abou t the contest 
winner? Is the new Miss America representativ e of most of 
the y ou ng people of America, as she say s she is? One can 
only ex press an opinion on that and ou r own opinion is that 
she is not far off in her v iews from what most y ou ng people 
think. 
She describes herself as a po litical co nserv ativ e, which fits 
her v iew o f Vietnam. “ It wo uld be go o d to end the war," 
she said, “ but I believ e we hav e a right to be in Vietnam.’’ 
★ 
In other matters, she said she didn’t believ e in premarital 
sex ; 
that mariju ana u se leads to “hard dru gs” ; 
abortions 
shou ld be illegal; and that women aren’t discriminated against 
in America. With those positions, is it not necessary that 
she categorize her self as a conserv ativ e since that is pretty 
well the label y ou wou ld come u p with on y ou r own? 
If y ou pu t all her attitu des down together, y ou mright 
not find a majority of her peers in agreement. Some wou ld 
agree with one thing bu t take issu e with another. It is when 
y ou separate her positions one by one that y ou wou ld gain 
- more approv al. 
Only on the qu estion of Vietnam might she lose a majority 
and ev en that is somewhat of an u ncertainty . The thing is 
that no one really knows what a majority of y ou ng people 
think today , ev en on the qu estion of Vietnam. 
Mo st o f them wo uld pro bably agree that we sho uld get o ut 
o f the mess we are in there but many might also agree 
with Miss America that we had a right to be there. The 
• questio n is o ne that swings o n y o ur attitude abo ut co mmunism 
and the basic fo reign po licy o f the natio n. 
★ 
The right to be in Vietnam is predicated, in ou r opinion, 
on the basic assu mption that democracy and commu nism still 
are at odds with one another, that commu nism still possesses 
a threat to the U.S. way of life and policy and economic 
ideology . 
It is not the kind of threat that is to be met in friendly 
competition, bu t rather, one inv olv ing a seriou s military or 
secu rity qu estion. In other words, it still assu mes that commu nist 
nations wou ld practice aggression against the West if they 
felt they had a chance of su cceeding at it. 
The other attitu des of Miss America reflect what might 
be called the basic v alu es in American life and we su spect 
that these hav e not changed all too drastically in recent y ears. 
Most y ou ng people still adhere to a pretty strict moral code, 
most of them are not inv olv ed with dru gs and most follow 
the traditional pattern of family life in this nation. 
All alo ng the line, there wo uld be disagreements o v er details 
but y o u co uld hardly ex pect any thing different. A lo t o f y o ung 
wo men pro bably subscribe to so me elements o f the wo men’s 
liberatio n mo v ement but we do ubt that there are many who 
buy it entirely . 
★ 
One of the biggest problems with the cu rrent generation 
is not dru gs, bu t rather, the lack of jobs. It was the lack 
of jobs that hit the recent gradu ating class the hardest. Obv iou sly 
becoming a part of the free enterprise sy stem, despite its 
failings, is still the objectiv e of the v ast majority of y ou ng 
people. 
This is not to say that many of them are u nconcerned 
abou t social problems of the times. Certainly , many of them 
feel more keenly abou t pov erty and inequ ality than their parents 
and they want something done abou t these things. 
They will be o ut to ho nestly make the wo rld a better 
place in which to liv e but they will no t destro y ev ery thing 
in their path in the pro cess. These y o unger peo ple may well 
be mo re highly 
mo tiv ated than past generatio ns but they 
will be using the basic po litical sy stem as we kno w it to 
•achiev e their go als. 
If y ou can believ e the new Miss America, there will not 
be the kind of rev olition in this cou ntry that some people 
say is coming. There shou ld be a lot of change for the better 
bu t it will not come at the ex pense of the nation itself.

Last Thu rsday some 1,200 inmates of At­ 


tica State Prison in New York rioted and 
took 
hostages. 
Initially , 
t h e y 
demanded 
greater political and 
religiou s 
freedom 
in 


prison, an e n d to censorship of reading 
materials and u nlimited commu nications with 
the ou tside world. For day s the prisoners 
held almost 40 hostages at knife-point and 
negotiated with Attica officials and an ou tside 
“ Committee of Observ ers.” 
Ov er the weekend, with the death of a 
gu ard who had been inju red in the early 
fighting, a bad situ ation became an impossible 
one, for both sides. The demands of the in­ 
mates were escalated to inclu de the remov al 
of the prison su perintendent and, more im­ 
portantly , total amnesty for all acts committed 
by the prisoners before and du ring the riot. 
While the State Corrections Commissioner 
agreed to 28 of the demands, he and Gov . 
Nelson Rockefeller wou ld not agree to amnes­ 
ty . The gov ernor said he had no legal au thori­ 
ty to grant amnesty and wou ldn’t do so if 


he did, a stand we think is a correct and 
cou rageou s one. 
Monday the insu rrection was pu t down. 
With “ex treme relu ctance,” state police u nder 
helicopter cov er stormed the prison. 
Nine 
hostages were fou nd dead with their throats 
slit, and 28 inmates were killed. Radical left- 
wing attorney William Ku nstler, one of the 
negotiators, accu sed Rockefeller of ordering 
the attack and said it was a “ monstrou s 
act.” The resu lts were monstrou s enou gh, 
bu t u nder the circu mstances, the state had 
no other choice. 
Desperate men. hu ndreds of them, said 
they wou ld kill the hostages if amnesty was 
not granted. There was no reason to believ e 
they were blu ffing. The order was giv en to 
hit hard and fast with the hopes of sav ing 
some liv es. 
To 
giv e 
in 
to 
su ch 
demands 
wou ld 
jeopardize the entire prison sy stem and the 
liv es of a cou ntless nu mber of gu ards and 
qther prison officials. If change shou ld come, 
it shou ld not come at knife point.

Take this deal where South is 


in six clubs. It seems normal to 
win the spade with the ace, 
discarding a diamond, and lead 
the king of clubs, planning to 
draw trumps and so assure 
twelve tricks. 


But when West shows out on 


the trump lead, the outcome 
suddenly 
becomes 
doubtful. 


However, there is no need to 


panic, for the diamonds may be 
divided 3-3 — in which event 
dummy's fourth diamond can 
be established by cashing the 
A-K and ruffing a diamond. 


Unfortunately, when this is 


attempted, the suit proves to be 
divided 4-2 and South finishes 
down one, losing a heart and a 
club. 


With 
more 
careful 
play, 


South can make the slam. 
From 
the start he 
should 


visualize a possible 4-0 trump 
break 
and ,prepare for 
it. 


Consistent with this, he should 
ruff the opening spade lead. 
When he now plays a club to 
the king, West showing out, he 
must apply himself to the task 
of making seven trump tricks 
on lop of the five high-card 
tricks he has on the side. 


Accordingly, 
after 
cashing 


the spade ace and discarding a 
diamond, he ruffs a spade, 
takes the A-K of diamonds, and 
ruffs dummy's last spade. 


He next cashes the A-K of 


hearts, then leads the ten of 
diamonds. At this point East 
has the J-10-9 of clubs and 
queen of hearts, while South 
has the A-Q-3 of clubs and a 
heart loser. 


East is a gone goose. If he 


ruffs, South pitches a heart; if 
East discards, South ruffs the 
diamond. Either way, he has 
twelve tricks.

Scotland Ya rd Takes Too Long; 
Broadcasting Burgla rs Ge t Awa y 


London 
(UPI) 
— It 
was possibly 
the 
world’s first live broadcast of a bank robbery . 
The trouble was that for nearly 34 hours 
Sco tland Yard could not find the bank — one 
block down from Sherlock Holmes’ fictional resi­ 
dence at 221 Baker Street. 
When detectiv es finally did get there, the 
bandits were go ne — and with them 500,000 
po unds, abo ut $1.25 millio n and po ssibly mo re 
in jewelry and o ther v aluables, Sco tland Yard 
said Mo nday . 
Midway through the robbery , a Scotland 
Yard spokesman said, the bank was checked 
and “every thing seemed to be okay .” 
The robbers used a shortwave radio network 
to keep in touch with each other. Scotland 
Yard said an am ateur radio operator, who 
asked to remain anony mous intercepted the 
communications Sunday . 
‘300,000 Grand’ 
When he heard one bandit say ‘‘we’re sitting 
on 300,000 grand (pounds)” and another com­ 
ment “ look, the place is full of fumes where 
we was cutting,” he called Scotland Yard. 
Thirty three ho urs and 4 0 minutes later, 
detectiv es arriv ed at the Llo y ds Bank branch 
at 185 Baker Street. 
The detectives had been try ing to trace 
the source of the walkie-talkie transmissions. 
The bank address was a block from the fictional 
home of A. Conan Doy le’s Sherlock Holmes. 
At the bank, detectives found that a 40 foot 
tunnel had been cut from a handbag shop 


nex t door. The shop had been closed for two 
weeks. An 18-inch hole had been cut in the 
bank’s strongroom floor and battered safety 
deposit boxes lay all around the area. 
The ham radio operator was listening from 
about 100 y ards away , in Wimpole Street. A 
few hundred y ards 
further 
away 
was the 
Mary lebone police station. 
‘I Suggest. . .’ 
“I suggest we carry on tonight, mate, and 
get the job done with,” one of the bandits 
had radioed in a message tape recorded by 
the radio operator. ‘‘If the security come in . . .” 
Detectives said they zeroed in on a 10-mile 
radius around Mary lebone. They checked all 
banks and large firms. One was the Lionels 
Baker Street branch. ‘‘The strongroom door 
was secure,” Scotland Yard said. 
But no one opened the door to see the 
acety lene torch cutting through the floor. 
‘‘Ho w’s ev ery thing? ” o ne bandit radio ed to 
a lo o ko ut during the ro bbery . ‘‘Ev ery thing’s 
fine,” 
came 
the 
reply . 
“ No i n t r u d e r s 
whatso ev er.” 
Finally police called in engineers from the 
General Post Office v.'hose eq uipment is used 
to pinpoint 
i l l e g a l radio transm itters a nd 
television receivers. 
It was too late. “If we had known while 
the signals were being transm itted,” a GPO 
spokesman said Monday , “we could have pin­ 
pointed the transm itter.”

Prokop’s motion also called 
for tightening the enforcement 
of the use of faculty and stu­ 
dent tickets, apparently aimed 
to prevent students and faculty 
from allowing other persons to 
use their tickets. 


Another aspect of the mo­ 
tion called for tighter security 
of the fencing around the sta­ 
dium to prevent persons from 
gaining admission by climbing ;

Present capacity is listed at 


65,000 although the Nebraska- 
Oregon game Saturday drew 
67,437 and the stadium has 
been a sellout for 18 consecu-

home games, drawing 


more than 66,000 for each. 


Four major additions since 


1963 have nearly doubled the 
seating 
capacity. 
The most 


recent addition, in 1967, was the 
half million dollar press box 
with VIP setting.
